tt" .  ECDANA,  Yujii  *1  should  like  to  explain  the  purport  of  the 


resolution  for  the  recognition  of  Minchoukuo.  It  is  indeed  on  ttn 


precedented  happening  that  a  resolution  on  an  important  diplomatic 
move  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  tho  House  of  Representatives  was 


laid  before  the  Diet  under  a  coalition  cabinet.  I  believe  the  world 


Powers  will  r.leo  recognize  that  the  disoussion  of  a  matter  supported 


by  the  whole  nation  is,  in  itsolf,  democratic  and  that  the  ultimate 
objective  of  this  diplomatic  action  oonaists  in  the  establishment  of 
poaee.  It  haa  lately  been  rnuoh  discussed  by  Rrltish  end  Amerioen 
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newspapers  that  freo  and  unbiassed  diplomacy  should  be  besed  on  the 
principle  of  equality  of  mankind*  equality  of  ell  recos. 

I  think  that  we,  who  represent  the  Japanese  people  must  heartily 
appreciate  the  unprejudiced  coranents  of  some  European  and  American 


pepore  with  re.^cra  to  this  matter.  "The  Times*,  *Tho  Doily  Mail* 


'The  Ifcr  Chester  Guardian*  in  Greet  Britain,  and  the  French  Papers 


such  as  *Le  Temps*  *La  Journal*  and  others,  showing  sympathy  with  the 
position  of  the  Japanese  Snpiro,  frankly  admit  that  Manchuria  should 
be  given  to  Japan  or  that  tho  welfare  of  Mmchoukuo  depends  upon  the 
help  of  ,a  cultured  stato  like  the  Japanese  ."Onpire-— ---^----What 
have  boconc  of  our  special  rights  and  interests  in  Manchuria  and  in 


Mongolia ?  When  we  consider  thet  our  special  rights  and  interests  in 
Ifenohuria  and  in  Mongolia  which  wore,  through  the  efforts  of  our 
senior,  diplomat  ^I'-UEA,  Jutaro  as  woll  as  of  Roosovelt  and  Witte, 
established  in  those  regions  for  the  eternal  prosperity  of  tho 
Japanese  Empire  have  all  been  brought  to  nought  es  a  result  of  the 


weak-kneed  policy  of  submission  to  European  and  American  Powers, 
this  is  no  joking  matter.  (Someone  shouts  *thc  Cabinet  did  itl) 


We  ere  now  discussing  from  the  viewpoint  of  e  iruly  national 


front  regardless  of  the  oabinots  in  power.  Whet  wa8  the  result  of 


such  a  policy?  As  regards  the  railways  in  Mbnchurio  end  in  Mongolia 


thet  aro  considered  aa  the  foremost  of  our  rights  end  interests,  all 


the  big  five  railways  hevo  gone  out  of  Japan's  control,  have  they  net?

There  ia  nothing  thet  Japan  hes  truly  gained  by  her  rights  and  inter¬ 
ests  in  !%nchurie  and  Jfongolia.  Japan  hce  failed  in  everything  be- 
oaaeo  of  her  rights  end  interests  in  M&nchurio  end  in  fkntgolia. 

Japan  made  bi.,  mistakes  and  failures  in  dealing  with  foreign  exchange, 
tar  1X1,3  Lientan  and  Chusnohaotan.  ia  the  only  interest 

which  helped  Japan  in  her  financial  plan.  It  is  a  feet  thak  all  other 

worth 

interests  made  no  development/ mentioning. 

Thus,  our  rights  end  interests  in  Jtenchurie  and  in  Mongolia  had 
been  gradually  stripped  off;  our  one  thousand  fellow  countrymen  and 
a  million  Koreens  had  been  sujootod  to.  outrages  and  slaughters,  and 
driven  to  the  depths  of  misery.

of  Cuba,  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  for  its  protection,  the  inde¬ 
pendence  of  Penama,  the  conclusion  of  its  canal  treaty,  etc
